As a result of 
chis, Mr. H. G. Moore of Bindloss has 
been. kind enaugh to report to the 
School of Agriculture the results 
which he obtained with corn ensilage 
stored in this manner and fed to his 
milk cows A discription of the pit, 
and table of milk yields, from Mr. 
Moore’s statement are given below. 

The pit silo was made 8 feet deep 
by 8 feet in diameter. One coat of 
plaster. was given, the second coat 
consisting of a wash of cement and 
whitewash. The materials used for 
this were one half sack hydrated lime 
and four sacks of cement. The curbe 
at the top was reinforced with small 
rocks and wire. Being built inside 
the barn no roof was necessary, The 
total cost of constrction, excluding 
labor, was only $10.00. For cutting

Interest in the Legislature the past week centered in 
the disscusion on the natpral resources question, and the 
announcement that the/budget and liquor act amend- 
ments will be introduced) during the coming week. 


Premier Greenfield/on Tuesday informed the house 
of the offer on the transfer of the natural resources re-) 
ceived from Premier MtKenzie King, and stated that the, 
Alberta Government was prepared to negotiate immedi-' 
ately for the return of the resources. He asked for a! 
free hand for the Govgrnment in carrying on these nego- 
tiations, and Leader Hoyle of the opposition agreed that 
the Government should have a free hand. The Premier 
stated that he entirgly agreed with the suggestion of 
Premier King that the past negotiations should be ignor- 
ed and a fresh start made.

Premier Greenffeld is introducing his budget this 
week, and Attorney4General Brownlee will also have his 
liquor amendments down. He has already given notice’ 
of a bill to license, restaurants and export houses. 

— 

The bills respecting supplying of seed and relief to 
the farmers were passed during the week. Amendments. 
were made in committee providing that the maxlum ad- 
vance of seed for any one quarter-section shall be $1380 
instead of $100, and not over $260 to any one person in 
any one year, and that the maximum of all loans made to 
any farmer shall not exceed $1030. 

— S$ — 

During the week amendments to the general irriga-| 
tion act were passed which will make it possible for the 
irrgation districts |to carry on their own colonization 
schemes. In this {connection Premier Greenfield an- 
nounced the policy of the Government to be that coloniza- 
tion should keep pace with development of those irriga- 
tion projects. : 

The bill giving) guarantee to the bonds of the south 
Macleod irrigation project was passed by the house dur- 
ing the week. The total guarantee on this project is 
$2,050,000. 

Four bills to incorporate German Hutterite land 
holding associations were thrown out by the house. 


A new tax recpvery act has been introduced by Hon. 
Mr. Reid that will provide new procedure with respect 
to sale of lands for taxes. Instead of sale by auction of 
such lands the year after taxes are due, the municipality 
will simply file a/caveat against the land. A year later 
the municiality will apply for title, if taxes are still in 
arrears, and in the year following that, the land must be 
offered for sale by auction. This will give approximate- 
ly two years for the owner to redeem by paying off all 
taxes due, : 


Acts passed during the week include those made 
necessary by the transference of the irrigation and drain- 
age branches ffom the department of public works to the 
control of the minister of railways and telephones. The 
amendments tq the mines act were also past, providing 
for a pay-day pvery: alternate Saturday, and for certain 
requirements with respect to the qualifications of mine 
managers. The amendments to the agricultural societies 
ordinance, andj the bill to provide for the revision of the 
statutes, were jalso passed. 


Amendmefts to the stock inspection act provide for 
elimination of |stock inspeetors at country points, and the 
; establishment jof inspectors at Moose Jaw and Winnipeg 
who will inspeft all Alberta stock at these points. 


Amendments to the game act have passed through 
committee. If has been decided to permit the use of ihe 
pump gun in the province, and also to allow the seasons 
for chicken ayd Hungarian partridge to stand as at pres- 
ent. The ampndments provide that trappers must have 
a resident trappers license, save in trapping on their own 


land. They also provide that no person shall at any time 
carry a loadefl shot gun or discharge the same from any 
vehicle, j 


Jaen at to the Women’s Institute act will put 
ithe operation jof these institutes under a provincial advis- 
ory board. In the place of the superintendent of Wo- 
men’s Institutes, provision is made for appointment of a 
“superintendent of women’s societies”, The bill seeks 
to put all women’s organizations on the same footing. 


Amendmepts to the prairie fires ordinance provide 
further measures for the prevention of prairie fires and 
for combatting these fires.

Other acts introduced include one providing for ap- 
pointment of an extra supreme court judge. This is to 
provide against a need which may arise in connection 
with the toe court, and the act can only be 


brought into effect on proclamation of the government. 
There are acts to amend the wild lands tax act, to amend: 
the school ordinance, the town act, the village act, the 
educational tax \act, the motor vehicle act, and the public 
service act,
